The cavities were thjen 
cleverly plugged with 
copper 
wire 


which was gilded. Gary took from $2 ,to 
$3 from each coin. He said that -hie 
had drilled out one coin each day for th:e 
last three years. He melted 'the gold 
into buttons and later sold it, then 
made a purchase with the debaaec 
coin and 
obtained another ; $20 piece 


with change obtained plus a little .ex- 
tra money. 


"When arrested he had a. drilled coin 


and a gold button on his person and in 
•Ms room was found a complete ap- 
paratus for carrying on the ^criminal 
work. Gary is 35 years old and a man 
of family.

I was in the hospital for several days 
hovering- between life and death. Yes 
1 give particular attention to tires. The 
tires which I use on my racing car are 
of special make and cost $300 each. I 
usually change them after every day' 
racing. Of course there are other ways 
for accidents to happen other than the 
blowing up of tires but they are no 
numerous and as liable to happen as 
the tire one, 


Whait is the fastest that I have evei 


driven a mile ? 


Well, my fastest mile was a straight- 


away one on the beach at Florida last 
winter. I drove an unofficial mile in 39 
seconds and the next day .in the world's 
championship for a mile I defeated 
Willie 1C. Vaiiclerbildl in that event 
by over 200 yards; my Lime was 42 
seconds flat. 


In the record .trials on the beach 


next January I expect to drive my car 
that I will race in here'a mile in 33 
seconds, and this, I think, will be abo.ut 
as low as a mile will be ridden lin the 
present type of automobiles, as when 
traveling at this rate of 
speed 
the 


front-wheels have a 'tendency to leave 
ground, 'so this is close to the limit. 


The track here is a good one and I 


hope to lower records on it. I will like- 
ly-go for the 25-miile mark if the day 
ia suitable. As I now hold all ^the 
records up to 20 miles I will' have to 
go'for others unless "I lower my own 
marks'which I. have been accustomed 
to doing for the past four years..
